MURDER  CAMPAIGN  PROCEEDS 

AROUND  CAPITAL  OF  ULSTER 


DUBLIN,  April  14. — Early  this  morning  the  b'igf^st  coup  \ft 
effected  by  the  anti-treaty  party  was  carried  out.      Some  three 

liiiiulred  armed  men.  marcliiii','  in  two  forces,  seized  the  Four  Courts 
IniiWlinj^',  formerly  the  scat  ui  the  national  court  of  jtistice.  jind  tlie 
I''our  Courts  Hotel,  nearby.  No  opposition  was  encountered.  Two 
or  three  constables  on  duty  were  arrested,  but  were  liberated  later. 

C'uests  at  the  hotel  Mrere  ejected,  and  the  two  buildings  were 
fortified,  pas^rshy  being  pressed  int<i  srr\  ice  filling'  -sandbaj^^  ind 
piling  lip  .stacks  of  hooks  and  dociiniriii^      The  seiztire  was  remnu^ 
cent  of  ICaster  week.  1916,  when  tlic  same  buildings  were  besieged 
and  similarly  fortified.

aa  It  wan  taught  by  Oovind  Slngb.  tho 
tamth  of  the  Gurua  or  teachers  of  thla 
partlculur  eect.  The  Hindu  Temple 
on  Smith  s  Ulll.  Bint  kwood  Avenue, 
waa  the  reudoz.voue  ilurtng  the  day  of 
aome  five  hundr.-d  of  the  faithful 
dladplea  of  the  fttkh  religion,  among 
tho  number  being  aevon  Hindu  women 
and  aoma  Hindu  oklldran,  all  of  whom 
took  part  In  tho  aarrleoa  wkiek  woro 
carried  on  contlnuoualy  from  oariT 
morning  until  late  at  night.

As  Spring  comes  slowly  up  the  way,  over  half  a  million  men,  aaustomed  to  spend 

llieir  Ja\s  mining  coal  far  underground,  arc  oir     the  sunshine  in  their  little  >;;irdeiis  with  their 

ihildren  dij^'j^in^j;  up  the  soil  and  plantinji^  \ei!:ei.it>lc's,  while  seedsmen  in  coal  towns  report  a 
record  busines.s.  CJd.il  cipeiators,  as  their  iiiiiie-.  .iie  not  umkiiii;,  ha\e  v^one  to  join  their 
laniilies  and  pla>  goU  at  Piuchurst  or  Hot  Springs-  Uovciiiiiieiil  oilicialb  blaadly  Icll  us  that 

there  is  nothing  in  the  coal  strike  situation  to  call  for  Federal  intervention,  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  perceiving  no  htrm  to  business  in  the  first  weeks. 

But,  perhaps,  th*;  great  consuming  public  must  be  alarmed,  anxious,  frantic,  in  the  face 

ot  tlie  irrealest  striice  in  histor\,  with  all  the  anthracite  and  most  d  thi-  .'ft  coal  mines  shut 
down,  with  ()()(), ooo  striking  miners  added  lo  the  ranks  ut  tiie  unempltived.  (^>Liite  the  contrarv, 
tor,  to  judge  trom  editorial  connnent,  the  public  views  the  coal  strike  calmly.  .\s  one  writer 
puts  it,  *'the  public  bits  a^  a  bored  spectator  until  its  bins  are  empty  or  its  pockets." 

It  is  to  be  remembered  that  the  strike  which  began  on  April  1st  is  a  double-lieader. 
Anthracite  and  soft  coal  miners  are  striking  together  for  strategic  reasons,  but  with  different 
ends  in  view  and  under  different  circumstances.  The  hard  coal  miners  call  tor  a  20  per  cent 
wa,^e  increase  and  their  representatives  are  now  in  conference  with  the  anthracite  operators. 
The  soft  coal  miners  call  for  the  retention  of  their  present  waives  in  the  face  ot  the  operators' 
demand  tur  reduction;  but  the  bituminous  operators  have  been  unwilling  lo  meet  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  workers  in  a  joint  conference  to  <lecide  on  a  basic  wage-scale.  When  the 
strike  was  called  on  April  1st  some  560,000  union  workers,  more  than  400,000  In  the  soft  coal 
fields,  and  an  undetennined  number  of  non-union  men  responded.
